Egg And Poultry 

Marketing Service 


Volume of business handled by the 
egg and poultry marketing service of 
the_ provincial and dominion govern¬ 
ments in Alberta has grown 300 per 
cent over last year, according to a 
statement by J. H. Hare, Alberta 
poultry and marketing commissioner. 
Over 20 carloads of eggs have al¬ 
ready been handled this' year by the 
service and the staff is kept busy with 
the amount of business offered. A 
large staff is being maintained. This 
is a co-operative one between the 
farmers, the Alberta and the dominion 
departments of agriculture, the dom¬ 
inion men working in the field and the 
provincial men operating the market¬ 
ing stations. 


Prepare Against 

Feed Shortage 


Importance of cutting a portion of 
the rye crop throughout the province 
for hay purposes, is emphasized by 
officials of the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment . The likelihood of a shortage 
of hay in the northern part of the 
province makes it an urgent matter 
that farmers who have rye crops put 
up some of this for hay. 

The rye should be cut at once for 
this purpose, and a ton to a ton and 
a half should be allowed for each head 
of stock on the farm.—(Editor: This 
amount appears too small; it is pos¬ 
sibly the opinion of the writer that 
other feed will be available to supple¬ 
ment) .

Poundkeepers:—Mr. V. Dallyn was 
appointed Pound-keeper for Division 
3, the Pound to be situated on sec¬ 
tion 6-43-2 4m. and Mr. A. McAskill 
was appointed Pound-keeper for Div- 
1, Pound to be situated on SkW. 
20-42-1 4m. Moved J. Dallyn—J. 
Semple. Carried. 

Municipal Brand Book,—Secretary 
was instructed to compile a Munici¬ 
pal Brand Book, to be circulated 
among the Tax-payers, and to ob¬ 
tain prices for the printing of same 
ready for next Council meeting. 

Arrears of Taxes:—Re C.P.R. Sec 
15-43 lw4th, cancellation applied for 
was disallowed. 

Reeve Ferguson was authorized to 
order an all steel plough, 12 inch for 
road work. Moved Councillor Mc¬ 
Cluskey. Carried 

Fencing Road Allowance—Letter 
was read from Mr. French complain¬ 
ing that Mr. Cryderman had fenced 
up a road allowance. This matter was 
left to Coiinc. McCluskey for atten¬ 
tion on motion of Counc. Dallyn. 
Carried. 

Accounts and Time Sheets:—All ac¬ 
counts and time sheets as presented 
were ordered paid, on motion Counc. 
McClusky, Carried. It was understood 
that all time sheets. would be paid, 
half in cash and half credited on 
taxes. 

Medical Officer’s Report.—Dr. Fol- 
kins gave his report on the progress 
being made by Mrs. E. Mathison, this 
case was left in the hands' of the 
Medical officer for any further action, 
on motion of Counc. Sewell. Carried. 

Grader Demonstration.—Reeve Fer¬ 
guson and Councs. Sewell, Semple, 
and Tunney reported as to working of 
the grader which was demonstrated 
during the week in Division 4. with a 
view to purchase. The price was to 
be about 1752.00. but the exact 
amount would be governed by 1913 
prices for machinery, it was reported 
that the grader did excellent work, 
and was a cheaper method of con¬ 
structing roads wherever it could be 
used. Mr. Stevens attended to speak 
as to the cost of operating the same, 
and . he stated that the. cost over all 
for one mile of road 30 feet wide 
would be $100.00 per mile for a fin 
ished road. After full discussion 
Counc. Sewell moved that this.grader 
be purchased. Carried unanimously.

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Notwithstanding anything herrin 
contaied, any resident of the said 
Municipal District of Ribstone No., 
421 may allow 100 head of cattle or 
horses owned by him to run at large 
for every 160 acres of land owned by

Entire animals are prohibited from 
running at large at any time, except 
as may be provided from timee to 
time by by-law of the Municipality.

It 
has been found, also that proportions 
of two-thirds sawdust and one-third 
bran ,is having good results. It has 
also been found possible to cut down 
the amount of molasses to an amount 
not exceeding two quarts to every 
100 lbs of dry materal, increasing the 
proportion of salt to 5 lbs. If these 
proportions are used in mixing bait, 
economy can be efected, and just as 
good results obtained.

A great deal of grasshopper poison 
bait is being wasted it has been found 
by the department of agriculture, 
through the fact that the bait is often 
put out at the wrong time of day and 
in some cases before the hoppers have 
made their appearance at all. Grass¬ 
hoppers begin to feed in the morning 
when the sun becomes hot enough to 
heat them up, and this is the time to 
place the bait. Good judgement must 
be used jiv Tigard but from pres¬ 
ent observations, on ordinarily warm 
days, the proper time to plack the bait 
is between 6.3 and 9.00 in the morning 
The bait may be effective for two 
hours if the moisture condition of the 
bait is right, but not be effective for 
one hour if put out too ate in the day. 
Young grasshoppers suck rather than 
eat, thus the importance of having 
proper moisture condition in the bait.

clothing. A Progressive amendment 
for the reduction of duties on boots 
and shoes also suffered defeat.

Tax Recovery Act 


In Parliament 


The new tax recovery act passed 
at the last session is now in operation. 

Land owners in arrears of taxes af¬ 
ter July 1st, will still have until Au¬ 
gust 14th, to pay up, but if arrears 
Remain unpaid after that date, the 
municipality in which the land lie^ 
files a caveat against the land, and 
within one year from the date of fil¬ 
ing, if taxes are still nnpaid, the mu¬ 
nicipality may take title to the land. 
During the year, owners /miay pay ar¬ 
rears and the caveat miay be with¬ 
drawn. After title is taken by the 
municipality, the owner may still re¬ 
deem the land up to the time it is 
offered for sale by public aucticyi. 
Provision is also made for giving the 
tax delinquents ample notice, with 
warning- during the month of March 
that their lands are in arrears and 
liable to forfeiture and if then not 
redeelmled within the redemption per¬ 
iod they pass finally into pessession 
of the municipalities, free from all 
encumbrances except claims for seed 
grain or relief liens 


The past week has been spent in the 
discussion of many matters of special 
Wheat Board, the Tarriff and Rail¬ 
way rates. True, as the last mention¬ 
ed had not left the special committee 
stage, it was not discussed in the 
House, but is was strongly debated 
by members of the progressives in 
committee, where, after all, the most 
important work is often done. This 
is especially true of railway rates; for 
whatever action the committee takes 
is practically assured adoption by e 
house. 

As is pretty well known, only 
through the strong fight made by the 
Progressives has the wheat board 
reached the stage it has; for it is no 
secret that many on the liberal side 
have opposed it. The Prime Minister 
however, having given his word that 
in accordance therewith were intro- 
a bill would be introduced along the 
lines suggested by the report of the 
committee of agriculture, resolutions 
in accordance therewith were intro¬ 
duced, adopted and formed the basis 
of the subsequent bill. 

Mr. Meighep strongly attacked the 
proposed legislation, and took special 
pains to subject is_ to ridicule. He 
was quite opposed to compulsion and 
contended that h, voluntary pool was 
the way to deal with the problem. 
Many of his objections were of a the- 
i oretical, rather than a practical, na¬ 
ture, and were easily disposed of by 
•members of the group falmiliar with 
the handling of grain. 

Mr. Crerar took the position that 
many of Mr. Mighen’s objections were 
utterly irrevalent, and unhesitatingly 
declared that in his opinion the pro¬ 
posed scheme could be worked, if 
there was a sincere disposition on the 
part of those interested to give the 
scheme a fair trial. Moreover, there 
could be no harm in giving it a trial 
anyway. He easily demonstrated that 
a voluntary pool would not meet the 
demands of the situation, 'and. as ad¬ 
vanced by Mr. Meighen, was hardly 
worth serious consideration. Through¬ 
out the entire discussion his thorough, 
practical knowledge of the grain trade 
proved invaluable. 

During the subsequent stages of the 
hill an important Progressive amend¬ 
ment was introduced for the purpose 
of rendering the Act more effctive; 
it empowered the Board, through the 
approval of the Lieut.-Governor of 
any province entering into the srheme, 
to prohibit, or otherwise restrict, as 
might be seen advisable, the export of 
wheat from such province, save under 
authority of the Board. 

During the discussion of the Budget 
resolutions in committee the Progress¬ 
ives moved several amendments for 
the ’reduction of customs duties, and 
of the sales tax on necessaries of life. 
One of these was ro the effect that 
the sales tax should not' apply to ar¬ 
ticles on which a cutoms duty of 30 
per cent and over was collected. This 
was defeated. 

Another resolution called for a re¬ 
duction of duty on plows. It was also 
defeated. A strong protest was made 
against the duty on wind stackers and 
threshing machines, separators and 
parts, also against the high duties on 
blankets, a Progressive amendment 
providing for reductlcyi being likewise 
thrown out, strong plea was made for 
reductions in the duties on fabrics, 
wearing apparrel and ready-made 


There will be two hundred and forty 
four members in the house of com¬ 
mons after the next redistribution, 
acording to the revised population 
figures for Canada, which have been 
given out by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics. This is an increase of nine 
members over the present house.

These commissioners and trust¬ 
ees appoint teachers, acquire and sell 
property for school purposes, and 
cause to be levied by taxation the 
sums necessary to support the schools. 

In all cases where a valuation of the 
property hag been made by the mu¬ 
nicipal authorities, it serves as the 
basis of the taxes to be imposed on 
the authority of the school law.Other¬ 
wise three valuators are appointed by 
the commissioners or trustees. Each 
school board has a secretary-treasu- 
er appointed by same the to act as 
the clerk and treasurer. He collects 
and pays all moneys due to and pay¬ 
able by the corporation. Trustees of 
dissentient schools have the same 
powers and duties as commissioners 


tinuation schools, separate schools, 
and schools in the newer districts are 
appointed by the government. County 
inspectors are appointed by the 
county councils, and city inspectors 
by the city school boards, 

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN 
NOVA SCOTIA 

In this province the members of the 
executive cbfuncil (i.e., the Provin¬ 
cial Government) form a council of 
public instruction with extensive 
powers of general direction and ad¬ 
ministration. A superintendent of 
education is also appointed by the 
government to have a supervision of 
of educational matters and to act 
as secretary of the council. An ad¬ 
visory board of seven members, two 
of whom are elected biennially by the 
teachers of the province, is created to 
assist the council and superintendent 
Inspectors of schools are appointed by 
the council of public instruction on 
the recommendation of the superin¬ 
tendent. A normal college is sup¬ 
ported by the government, and the 
council appoints the principal and his 
assistants. All the public schools 
of the province are undemoninational. 
The public school system provides 
for the free education of all persons 
from the age of five years upwards, 
in a prescribed course of study ex¬ 
tending from the kindergarten of 
primary grade of the common or ele¬ 
mentary schools to the end of second¬ 
ary courses of the high schools. The 
high school system is virtually a pro¬ 
vincial university of high school 
grade, and every academy and high 
school an affiliated college, the dip¬ 
lomas being granted on the report of 
the provincial board of examiners. 
These certificates form the basis of 
the scholarship qualifications for 
teachers licenses and for matricula¬ 
tion into colleges and the universities. 

The province is divided, into dis¬ 
tricts, with a board of seven or more 
commissioners for each, appointed 
by the council. These commissioners 
determine the boundaries of school 
sections—the smallest territorial div¬ 
ision—establish new ones with the 
aproval of the councol, and adjudi¬ 
cate on matters specially connected 
with the same over a district which, 
on the average, is perhaps equal to 
half a county of the 


arate high schools are not provided 
for in the school law. The term 
“separate schools” applies also to 
Protestants and colored persons, but 
as a matter of practice the exception 
to the general principle of the com¬ 
mon school system is confined almost 
exclusively to Roman Catholics. 

In adition to the schools mentioned 
above, there are also under the direc¬ 
tion of the department: model schools 
and provincial normal schools for the 
training of teachers, while the highest 
class of teachers receive a thorough 
professional training in the faculties 
of education at Toronto and Queen’s 
universities, which receive subven¬ 
tions for this purpose, and work und¬ 
er agreement with the minister of ed¬ 
ucation. The educational association 
and teachers’ institutes perform a 
useful work in the same direction. 
Provision is also made for the es¬ 
tablishment of art schools. Children 
who may be vicious or immoral can 
be sent to industrial schools. 

Each municipality is divided into 
school districts. Each muncipality 
elects five commissioners or three 
trustees who hold offive generally for 
three years, and form a body corpor¬ 
ate for the administration of school

PUBLC SCHOOLS IN ONTARIO 


In this province there is a depart¬ 
ment of education, which is a de¬ 
partment of the government with a 
provincial minister as a head, en¬ 
trusted with the administration of an 
excellent school system. That system 
comprises three main features of ele¬ 
mentary, secondary and higher edu¬ 
cation; the kindergarten, public and 
separate schools, continuation schools 
technical schools, all representing a 
complete organization. 

A child enters the kindergarten or 
children's garden—German in its ori¬ 
gin—at perhaps four years of age, the 
public school at six, and the high 
school at thirteen. After four or five 
years’ close study at the high school 
or collegiate institute he passes after 
examination into the university, 
where he can obtain the degree of 
bachelor of arts, and honors accord¬ 
ing to his ability and proficiency at 
the end of four years. 

The public and high schols and the 
university are undenominational, but 
the law enables the Roman Catholics 
to establish under certain conditions 
common schools for themselves. Sep-

The sum required 
by a section above the provincial 
grant and the annual rates raised by 
the municipality is determined by the 
majority of the ratepayers of the 
section at a school meeting regularly 
called for that purpose.

A provincial collge of agriculture, 
a technical college mining schools at 
coal mining centres, schools for the 
deaf, blind, feeble-minded, and in¬ 
corrigible also add to the effectiveness 
of the public free school system of 
Nova Scotia. LocHfl evening techni-1 
cal, rural science mechanic science;

art, the Victoria School of Art and 
Design, are tlso provided.
